“ It is a sad day fo r the n a­ 
tio n.”

William K. Knolls of Kear­ 
ney. president of the state 
association, pointed out that 
the credit card plan has the 
advantages of a charge ac­ 
count, featuring payment at 
the end of the month. 
It also provides a good way 
to keep records, especially en­ 
tertainment expenses, for in­ 
come tax 
purposes, Knolls 
said. 
He pointed out that 
persons using the credit cards 
are usually inclined to order 
the higher priced items on the 
menu. 
Payne stated, however, that 
credit card usage will prob­ 
ably be more popular at res­ 
taurants featuring entertain­ 
ment, rather than small res­ 
taurants. 
Other New Items 
He also cited such items as
